Amid  the  color  and  dignity  of 
academic  regalia  the  opening  convo- 
cation of  Columbia  Seminary,  mark- 
ing its  148th  year,  was  held  in  the 
chapel  on  September  24.  President 
C.  Benton  Kline,  Jr.,  preached  the 
sermon  and  J.  Erskine  Love,  Jr., 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
administered  the  Columbia  pledge  to 
all  students  and  faculty. 

There  are  207  students  enrolled 
in  the  various  programs  at  Columbia, 
of  whom  83  are  new  to  the  Seminary. 
There  are  119  students  enrolled  in 
the  first  professional  degree  program 
with  21  being  women. 

Of  special  interest  is  that  Colum- 
bia is  hosting  6  Japanese  ministers 
for  the  Fall  Quarter  who  are  here  as 
Special  Auditors. 

Thirty-nine  students  are  registered 
who  are  at  some  stage  of  preparation 
for  graduate  degrees  beyond  the  first 
professional  degree.

With  the  advent  of  this  school  year  Professors  Oscar  J.  Hussel  and  Keith  F. 
Nickle  joined  Cohtmbia's  faculty. 


Dr.  Hussel  is  a  native  of  Cincin- 
nati and  was  ordained  by  that  Pres- 
bytery (UPUSA)  following  his  semi- 
nary work  at  McCormick  Seminary 
in  Chicago.  After  receiving  his  M.A. 
in  Christian  Education  from  McCor- 
mick in  1955  he  served  as  pastor  of 
the  Independent  Presbyterian  Church 
(UPUSA)  in  Birmingham,  Ala.,  un- 
til 1962.  He  received  his  Ed.D.  in 
Philosophy  of  Education-Religious 
Education  from  Union  Seminary, 
New  York  and  Columbia  University. 
One  of  his  advisors  in  the  doctoral 
program  was  Dr.  Ellis  Nelson,  now 
President  of  Louisville  Seminary.  Dr. 
Hussel  has  served  on  the  national 
boards  of  both  the  United  Presbyter- 
ian Church  and  the  PCUS,  and  last 
year  was  Visiting  Professor  of  Chris- 
tian Education  at  Columbia.  He  is 
now  Associate  Professor  of  Christian 
Education.  Dr.  Hussel  and  his  wife, 
Shirley,  are  parents  of  four  children. 


Dr.  Nickle  is  originally  from  Iowa, 
but  graduated  from  the  University 
of  Texas  in  1955.  He  completed  his 
seminary  work  at  Austin  Seminary 
and  in  1966  received  his  D.Theol. 
from  the  University  of  Basel. 

Following  ordination  Dr.  Nickle 
held  two  Texas  pastorates  for  nine 
years  before  going  to  teach  in  the 
area  of  Biblical  Languages  and  Liter- 
ature at  St.  Louis  Univesity  in  1967. 
While  at  St.  Louis  he  also  held  three 
interim  supply  posts.  He  became 
Chairman  of  the  Department  of  Bib- 
lical Languages  and  Literature  in 
1970  and  Director  of  Graduate 
Studies  of  the  School  of  Divinity  in 
1974.  He  has  published  several  ar- 
ticles and  reviews  and  has  been  Asso- 
ciate Editor  of  Theology  Digest. 

Dr.  Nickle  holds  the  rank  of  Pro- 
fessor of  New  Testament  Language, 
Literature  and  Exegesis  and  he  and 
his  wife,  Marie,  have  four  sons.
